ILLINOIS RIVER-100 T 0 150 DEAD 


B y A sso cia ted P ress L ea sed W ire 
Peoria, 111., July (¡—An investigation b y the United States government 
into the sinking of the excursion steam er Columb ia at midnight last night, 
with aloss of from 100 to 150, mostly women, was promised b y John Dougher­ 
ty , A ssistant D istrict Attorney , this afternoon. 
Survivors of the disaster charge that the steamer, loaded with nearly 
500 excursionists, ran onto a sandb ar in a dense fog, and did not hit a sunken 
snag, as was at first reported. They declare that although the vessel was not 
ten feet from shore, it was b acked out into deep w ater without waiting to as­ 
certain the extent of the injury . As the b oat reached midstream she suddenly 


b roke in two and sank. 


Great Many Bo dies. 
Fifty -one identified and unidentified dead had b een removed from the 
wreck at 11:15 this morning through the efforts of the Barnewolt b rothers, 
volunteer divers, who came from Peoria, and b egan work at dawn. All of the 
b odies were taken from the main deck and the dance floor. 
Identification of the b odies is a difficult task. The b odies are b eing re­ 
moved to Peoria and Pekin undertaking rooms as rapidly as possib le b y Cor­ 


oner Clary . 
Refore the divers b egan work it was b elieved that 100 or more b odies 
were caught b etween the decks. 


Came Witho ut Warning. 
The tragedy came w ithout a moment’s warning. 
Hundreds of Kingston and Pekin people had enjoy ed the evening car­ 
nival at Peoria. It was an ideal night for an excursion and the b oat was loaded. 
On the return trip they left Peoria at 11 o’clock; at 11:58 the steam er struck 
what was supposed to b e a sub mergedlog , opposite Wesley City , tearing a 
great hole in the b ottom of the hull. The pilot signalled full speed astern. As 
soon as the vessel pulled clear she b egan to settle, 
and then sank, carry ing 
many people down with her. 


Created A Panic. 
Soon after the vessel struck, a panic b roke out on b oard, and many per­ 
sons jumped into the river w ithout waiting to get life b elts. Those who could 
swim reached shore, which was b ut a few leet away . 
On the main deck and on the dance floor, which was crowded, many per­ 
sons were crushed to death in the panic. Many women sank in the w ater b e­ 
fore assistance could reach them. Ray Jones, fireman, estimated that there 
were b etween 150 and 200 on the dance floor v r n the vessel struck. 
When the b oat b egan to settle to the h tom the w ater reached the 
stateroom b elow the pilot house, on the listed side, and the pilot sounded dis­ 
tress signals and in a short time a numb er of b oats came to the rescue and b e­ 
gan picking up those struggling in the water. Because of the darkness their 
efforts were greatly hampered. 
A squad of police was sent to the scene in an emergency auto when the 
word was received. Fred Miller, on his return from the wreck, said: “We 
counted twenty b odies on the upper deck. A large numb er were swimming 
and frantically calling for help.”

Shoes, hats, dancing pumps, sweaters and articles of all 
kinds were hauled from the water-covered checking room on the dance floor

Over uncertain planking, railings and life rafts—jumb led in the unrec­ 
ognizab le wreckage, seekers crawled w ith precarious footsteps.
